Millerand, radical Socialist, First Dis- 
triet of the Seine, reproached the govern- 
ment with interrupting the course of jus- 
tice and with placing the matter in the 
hands of the Chamber, which, he added, 
meant that henceforth it would be impossi- 
ble for anything to be kept secret and it 
would be necessary to publish everything. 
[Leftist applause.] 

The Premier replied that the committee 
Would have full power to ask for the pub- 
lication of the documents and the govern- 
Ment would not object. If the Chamber 
voted the bill all the documents referring 
to the inquiry would have to be submitted 
to all the members of the Court of Cassa- 
tion.

This matter can be threshed out later 
and the Government will then be willing 
to reply to all questions.”

Dowager Empress Is Reported to Have 
Chosen a Successor to the Young 
Emperor, Who Is Nowa Prisoner. 


Peking, Jan. 30.—The Chinése here say the 
Dowager Empress has decided upon a policy 
regarding the successor to the throne. It 
is detailed that at a meeting of her relatives 
recently held she selected the successor of 
the present Emperor,.but the identity of 
the person so selected is not divulged. All 
reports, however, agree that a change at 
the palace is impending. : 

The Emperor is still strictly gfiarded in 
‘the southwest corner of the island palace. 
The drawbridge connecting the island with 
the shore is drawn up at night and every 
morning the ice around the island is broken 
in order to prevent unauthorized persons 
from approaching it.

NOT VIOLATING AGREEMENTS. 


Cruiser Philadelphia to Go to Samoa, 
as It Was Ordered There Before 
Understanding Was Reached. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
Recently an understanding was reached be- 
tween Great Britain, Germany, and the 
Untted States, the three governments which 
formed a protectorate over Samoa, not to 
send any more warships to that island dur- 
ing the present crisis. | 

When a cispatch from San Diego was 
printed this afternoon to the effect that the 
cruiser Philadelphia was about to sail for 
Samoa it naturally created some talk, as it 
was considered a violation of the agreement. 

This is not the case, however, as the agree-
